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Jury Trial In Third Day; 


Psychiatrists Take Stand 


The third day of the jury trial 
in Bush Circuit Court convened 
this morning with calling of 
more witnesses for the defense. 
The trial involves a charge 
■of third degree burglary by the 
state of Indiana vs. Gary D. 
Kidd, the defendant. It is al­ 
leged that Kidd, together with 
a juvenile companion, unlawful­ 
ly entered the home of Mrs. 
Bacel Wagoner in Homer on De­ 
cember 22, 1970. 
The state rested its case Tues­ 
day afternoon alter producing 
four witnesses, the last of which 
was Deputy Sheriff Marvin Hed­ 
rick, reported to be the arrest­ 
ing officer. 
The defense produced two wit­ 
nesses before the jury was dis­ 
missed for the day by Judge G. 
Richard Pile. 
At 1:30 p.m. Tuesday, Judge 
G. Richard Pile reconvened the 
court, and then Mrs. Bacel Wag­ 
oner, witness for the state, took 
the stand. 
Under questioning by Prosecu­ 
tor Lowry, Mrs. Wagoner stated 
that she had known the defen­ 
dant, Gary Kidd, for about two 
and one-half years, and that he 
had bought groceries at her 
store in Homer about once a 
week. 
She also stated she did not 
know the age of the defendant 
until publication of his age in 
the newspaper, but thought he 
was 13 or 14 years of age. 
Under questioning by defense 
attorney Worth, Mrs. Wagoner 
again described events of Dec­ 
ember 22, 
when the alleged 
breaking and entering offense 
occurred. 
She related that, upon receiv­ 
ing a call from her sister, she 
went to her home, finding the 
doors locked, but heard noises 
upstairs. In response to her call­ 
ing out, two boys came down­ 
stairs, one of which she describ­ 
ed to be the defendant, Gary 
Kidd. 
Companion to the Kidd youth 
has been described to be a ju­ 
venile of twelve years of age. 
Mrs. Wagoner further testifi­ 
ed that in response to question­ 
ing, the boys stated they were 
“looking for old books.” 
During 
this 
recitation 
and 
questioning, an argument be­ 
tween defense and prosecutor 
resulted in a short recess, with 
the jury excused, and Judge 
Pile detailed the line of question­ 
ing to be used in further pro­ 
ceedings. 
Following the return of the 
jury, 
Mrs. 
Wagoner 
stepped 
down after another brief round 
of questioning. 
Next witness called for the 
state was Marvin Hedrick, dep­ 
uty sheriff and arresting officer 
in the Kidd case. Hedrick stated 
he responded to a call that 
“something is wrong at the 
Wagoner residence.” 
Deputy Hedrick testified that 
following a brief preliminary in­ 
vestigation, he made the arrest 
and brought the youths to the 
office of the Rush County Sher­ 
iff, where they were questioned 
at length by himself and Sher­ 
iff Bert George. 
The defendant and his com­ 
panion were then taken to the 
county jail, according to Hed­ 
rick. 
In a surprise statement, De­ 
puty Hedrick said that at this 


Major Phone 
Strike Looms 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
top union negotiator in nation­ 
wide telephone bargaining has 
predicted a walkout of some 
half a billion Bell System work­ 
ers if negotiations don’t pick 
up. 
‘‘It looks like there will be a 
strike,” said President Joseph 
A. Beirne of the AFL-CIO Com­ 
munications Worktrs. 
“As of right now things look 
bleak.” 
The union wants an imme­ 
diate 25 per cent increase on 
salaries that presently range 
from $101 a week for women 
clerks to $193 a week for cen­ 
tral office switchmen in larger 
cities. Bell, has offered an 11 
per cent increase the first year, 
3 per cent in each of the next 
two years and some cost-of-liv­ 
ing pay, the union said Tues­ 
day. 


time the defendant, Gary Kidd, 
admitted that he had participat­ 
ed in burglarizing u different 
homes in the Homer and Ma­ 
nilla area. 
Defense attorney Worth ob­ 
jected to admitting this testi­ 
mony, stating that he had not 
seen information regarding this 
purported admission of these 
burglaries by his client. Judge 
Pile overruled the objection, and 
the testimony was admitted. 
Deputy Hedrick, in reply to 
the question of whether he felt 
Gary Kidd was of “sound mind” 
at the time of arrest, said, 
“Yes.” The state then rested its 
case, and the first witness for 
the defense was called at 3:30 
p.m. 
Defense attorney John Worth 
produced Virgil Ruble, on the 
staff of the State Hospital at 
New Castle, who had been ap­ 
pointed by the court to examine 
the defendant. 
Mr. Ruble stated that his tests 
had revealed the defendant has 
a below average “IQ”, and plac­ 
ed him, in his estimation, at 
the intelligence level of about 
a fourth grade student in school. 
It was the stated opinion of the 
psychologist that the defendant 
“should have some kind of spec­ 
ial schooling” in order to learn. 
Prosecutor Lowry objected to 
this line of evidence, and was 
sustained by the court. 
Lowry then took over the 
questioning, obtaining admission 
that Kidd, in the opinion of Mr. 
Ruble was of sound mind at 
the time of the break-in, and 
that it was his opinion the de­ 
fendant should be governed by 
the laws. 
Mr. Ruble again stated the 
youth should have special gui­ 
dance in learning. The witness 
was dismissed at 4:30. 
Final witness for the defense 
was Bob Gardner, a teacher in 
Rushville Consolidated Schools. 
Gardner is teacher of educa- 
ble mentally retarded children 
in special classes. He testified 
that the defendant was in his 
class for two years. 
Testimony by Gardner includ­ 
ed statements that the defen­ 
dant 
had 
good rapport 
with 
school mates, and was easily in­ 
fluenced by others. 
Testimony began Wednesday 
morning with calling of the par­ 
ents of the defendant, Maurice 
and Lydia Kidd. 
Mr. Kidd was led through tes­ 
timony by defense attorney John 
Worth. He described the home 
life of the defendant, his play­ 
mates, and his schooling. 
Under questioning, Mr. Kidd 
indicated the defendant had spe­ 
cial schooling for retarded chil­ 
dren. 
Mr. Kidd, in his testimony, 
stated that his son, Gary, is one 
of their seven children, and that 
he had always been slow to 
learn, and was not “like other 
kids.” 
Mr. Kidd said the defendent 
had attended school at Raleigh, 
then was brought to Rushville 
for schooling in classes for spec­ 
ial children at Rushville. 
The defendant’s mother, Lydia 
Kidd was on the stand for 10 
minutes. Her testimony was es­ 
sentially the same as that of 
her husband. 
At 10:30 a short recess was 
called. 
Defense 
counsel 
concluded 
calling of witnesses with recall 
of Deputy Sheriff Marvin Hed­ 
rick for a short period of ques­ 
tioning. 
Following Hedrick’s recall ap­ 
pearance, Judge Pile introduced 
the first of two psychiatric wit­ 
nesses employed by the court 
to examine the defendant. 
Dr. Joan Webb was introduc­ 
ed and questioned by Judge 
Pile, and gave testimony that 
she had examined the defendant 
on January 20 and May 27, and 
that her examination that Gary 
Kidd is, in her professional opin­ 
ion, immature. She further testi­ 
fied, under questioning, that al­ 
though he was able to know 
right from wrong, his mental 
capability did not include his 
being able to understand the 
consequence of doing something 
wrong. 
Final witness of the morning 
was Dr. Theodore Fong, psy­ 
chiatrist from 
Madison State 
Hospital.

Of Cambodia 


PHNOM PENH (AP) - A 
Communist division made new 
assaults today on U.S.-trained 
Cambodian 
forces 
guarding 
eastern approaches to Phnom 
Penh. The Cambodian soldiers 
said it was the most intense 
fighting they had ever encoun­ 
tered. 
Mortar, cannon and rocket 
shells slammed into Cambodian 
bunkers 
in the 
Vihear 
Suor 
marshes east of Phnom Penh. 
Hand-to-hand 
fighting 
raged 
Tuesday 
afternoon 
at 
Prey 
Thom, 12 miles northeast of the 
capital. 
Lt. 
Col. 
Am 
Rong, 
chief 
spokesman for the Cambodian 
command, claimed 100 North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong were 
killed in the fighting Tuesday. 
The Cambodian command re­ 
ported earlier that 80 govern­ 
ment 
troops 
were 
killed 
or 
wounded in the four-hour battle 
at Prey Thom. 
Cambodian air force planes 
were driven back by heavy an­ 
tiair craft fire. Cambodian artil­ 
lerymen were forced to bold 
their fire during much of the 
fighting 
because 
their 
own 
troops were so close to the ene­ 
my. 
Hard fighting has been under 
way since May 28 for control of 
the Vihear Suor marshes, a 
wild and desolate region east of 
the Mekong River that is the 
key to Phnom Penh’s eastern 
defenses and an important way 
station on the North Vietnam­ 
ese supply route. 
The attacking forces are re­ 
ported to be from the enemy’s 
veteran 9th Division, which ear­ 
lier this year was kept close to 
its base in the Chup rubber 
plantation 50 miles northeast of 
Phnom Penh by sweeping South 
Vietnamese forces. When the 
South Vietnamese pulled back 
to block infiltration into their 
own territory northwest of Sai­ 
gon, this freed the 9th Division 
to move south toward Phnom 
Penh. 
The 
Cambodian 
command 
has put its best forces into the 
battle for the 
marshes, 
the 
Khmer Kampuchea Krom, or 
ethnic Cambodians from South 
Vietnam 
who 
were 
trained 
there 
by 
the 
U.S. 
Special 
Forces. 
E l s e w h e r e in Indochina, 
South Vietnamese forces report­ 
ed 70 North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong killed in a battle 45 
miles southwest of Saigon. Two 
South Vietnamese soldiers were 
reported killed, and 16 soldiers 
and four civilians were report­ 
ed wounded. 
In the central highlands of 
South 
Vietnam, 
about 
2,500 
South Vietnamese infantrymen, 
rangers 
and 
armored 
cav­ 
alrymen launched a sweep op­ 
eration about 25 miles south of 
Pleiku, in a region of frequent 
enemy attacks. Fifteen North 
Vietnamese 
were 
reported 
killed in the first day of the 
drive, along with four South 
Vietnamese 
killed 
and 
two 
wounded.

YUBA CITY, Calif. (AP) — 
“They were workers, they were 
not bums,” a skid row mission 
superintendent said of the 25 
drifters 
found 
stabbed 
and 
hacked to death when buried in 
orchard graves just outside of 
town. 
"I knew quite a few of those 
men,” the Rev. C. W. Ren wick 
added at a half-hour memorial 
service for the mass murder 
victims Tuesday at sundown. 
“They came into our mission to 
shave, shower and put on clean 
clothes to get to work. 
“They 
would 
resent 
being 
called bums. They weren’t dis­ 
couraged and they loved life.” 
About 200 residents of this ag­ 
ricultural community and adja­ 
cent 
Marysville 
sat 
on 
the 
wooden bleachers of the high 
school football field for 
the 
services 
sponsored 
by 
the 
cities’ ministerial associations.

MUNCIE, Ind.—Highlights of 
the 25th anniversary season of 
the Ball State Summer Cham­ 
ber Music Festival are the ap­ 
pearance of the Curtis String 
Quartet of Philadelphia, and the 
world premiere preformance of 
a Luciano Berio work. The lat­ 
ter was commissioned by the 
university’s School of Music for 
this summer’s anniversary ser­ 
ies.

“Most of these men are face­ 
less and nameless to us here,” 
he said. “But they contributed 
to 
the 
community’s 
wealth. 
They were not guests in your 
home or at your table, but they 
are guests just the same.” 
“We do not come here this 
evening to lash ourselves for 
what has happened,” said the 
Rev. Edgar Nelson, pastor of 
First United Methodist church 
of Marysville, “but we are em­ 
barrassed. 
We 
share 
in 
the 
guilt.” 


Indiana 
Unemployment 
Decline Continues 


The steady decrease in unem­ 
ployment insurance claims con­ 
tinued last week with the total 
dropping to 38,248 from 39,581 
the week before. 
John F. Coppes, director of 
the Indiana Employment Secur­ 
ity Division, said that part of 
the decrease may have been the 
result of the short work week 
occasioned by the Memorial Day 
observance. He added, howev­ 
er, that relatively few layoffs 
were reported and they were 
small-size and scattered. 
Approximately 1,150 claimants 
ceased filing for unemployment 
insurance because they return­ 
ed to work or, in some cases, 
had drawn all the weekly pay­ 
ments for which they were eli­ 
gible. 
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Drought-Stricken Areas 
Drought-stricken area of U.S. has increased in size during 
latest week of calculations, according to the Commerce De­ 
partment’s Environmental Date Service. Greatest increases in 
severity were in Texas, although there was a little relief in 
southwest Texas. Drought severity also increased in the 
Oklahoma panhandle and in southwest Oklahoma; showers 


Key to the four-point proposal

The 
agreement 
announced

also provided 
that if the 1972 Legislature, 
which will have the same politi­ 
cal composition as this year’s, 
fails to approve the plan, the 
issue will be renegotiated by 
the city and the union. 
With the pact, District Coun­ 
cil 37 of the American Feder­ 
ation of State, County and Mu­ 
nicipal Employes immediately 
ordered its 7,000 strikers back 
to work. Teamsters Local 237 
had ordered 318 striking bridge- 
tender s back to work earlier. 
At a City Hall news confer­ 
ence, Mayor John V. Lindsay 
said, “In my judgment, it’s a 
s e n s i b l e , rational, orderly 
procedure for the next couple 
of years.” He said the city 
would push for acceptance of 
the plan “next year when time 
has cooled temperatures.” 
Lindsay also said that three 
investigations were under way 
into possible sabotage at sev­ 
eral of the 25 drawbridges that 
were locked in an open position 
when the surprise strike began 
at the start of the Monday 
morning rush hour. 
All 25 of the bridges had been 
closed by city supervisory em­ 
ployes working with technical 
advisers from the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers and were 
reopened to traffic when the 
settlement came. 


Deadly Plague 
Hits Wildlife 
In Florida 


LAKE APOPKA, Fla. (AP) 
— A mysterious wildlife plague 
is spreading through some of 
central Florida's fresh waters, 
killing thousands of fish and 
dozens of birds. Sixteen alliga­ 
tors also have died. 
For the first time Tuesday, 
game wardens reported finding 
the bodies of egrets, crows and 
seagulls as well as extensive 
shad and catfish kills. 
Officials 
said 
the 
path 
of 
wildlife destruction which be­ 
gan a month ago was edging 
northward from Lake Apopka 
through about seven miles of 
algae-choked 
canals 
to 
Lake 
Dora. 
Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commissioner Dr. Earle Frye 
said he is sending a team of 
biologists 
to 
Lake 
Apopka— 
which stradd les the La ke-Or­ 
ange County line—for intensive 
emergency studies. 
“We’re concerned the die-off 
has now extended to other spe­ 
cies oí wildlife,” said Frye. 
“We’ve 
considered 
closing 
the lake to fishing and are pre­ 
pared to do so if your monitor­ 
ing system reveals any danger 
to human welfare.” 
At first biologists thought the 
die-off was attributable to al­ 
ligators eating dead and rotting 
fish. Then a DDT theory was 
pursued 
but 
scientists 
found 
more pesticide in live and ap­ 
parently healthy gators than in 
the dead ones. 
A commission study revealed 
a DDT count in live gators of 
10 times the safety level recom­ 
mended by the Food and Drug 
Administration, 
A tolerable level of DDT was 
found in dead fish and gator 
samples.

Victor Gotbaum, executive di­ 
rector of District Council 37, 
said he viewed the settlement 
as a union victory. 
The strike end came after 
Manhattan Supreme Court Jus­ 
tice Harold Baer granted a pre­ 
liminary 
injunction 
ordering 
the workers back to their jobs. 
The action would have per­ 
mitted the city to seek penal­ 
ties under the state’s Taylor 
law which prohibits strikes by 
public employes and could have 
cost strikers two day’s pay for 
each day off the job. 
In its second day, the strike 
caused less widespread incon­ 
venience. With the major draw­ 
bridges reopened 
for traffic, 
there were none of the spec­ 
tacular traffic jams of Monday. 
The walkout of 2,000 sewage 
t r e a t m e n t plant employes 
meant that 1.4 billion gallons of 
untreated sewage was dumped 
into 
waterways 
but 
officials 
saw no immediate danger to 
health. 
At the city incinerators, the 
strike by 300 workers caused 
sanitation trucks to dump their 
loads on barges for disposal at 
landfill 
sites. 
Parks 
and 
beaches remained open despite 
the strike of 5,000 attendants. 
School lunch programs were 
inconvenienced by a strike of 50 
deliverymen 
but 
the 
pupils 
were fed from canned foods al­ 
ready on hand. 
At issue in the strike was the 
pension plan Gotbaum’s union 
negotiated with the city last 
year. The plan called for retire­ 
ment at half pay after 20 years 
service, scaling up to full pay 
after 40 years. The pension was 
to be calculated on the final 
year’s pay, including overtime. 
By comparison, the city’s po­ 
lice, fire and sanitation workers 
can now retire at half pay after 
20 years, but their contracts do 
not call for full pay after 40 
years. 
State legislators balked at ap­ 
proving 
the 
plan, 
saying 
it 
would cost the city at least $60 
million more a year and asked 
where the city would get the 
funds. Union and city sources 
said the figure was $30 million. 
The 120,000 nonuniformed city 
employes 
that Gotbaum bar­ 
gained for now average $7,500 a 
year in wages. Critics of the 
pension plan 
said 
its 
terms 
were way out of line with those 
of private industry.

Our. first night in Edinburgh found us 
. eating dinner at the Prestonfield House. 
The Prestonfield is first recorded in the 
royal charter of 1153 and was granted to 
the Monks of Harehope. The name Pres­ 
tonfield was derived from the name 
Priest. 
We ate in the old dining room in the 
Shelter of Arthur’s Seat, along with the 
. ancestors, who looked down on us from 
every wall. The House has been operat­ 
ing as a restaurant only since 1959 and 
is still owned by a descendant of Sir 
James Dick, who acquired Prestonfield 
in 1677. 
In the hall are black and white marble 
floors built in the 17th century. The 
architect was Sir William Bruce who de­ 
signed the Palace of Holyroodhouse on 
the Royal Mile in Edinburgh. 
Sir James was summoned to London 
by Charles II to attend his brother 
James, Duke of York. Both returned to 
Edinburgh where the Duke of York lived 
in the Royal Palace of Holyroodhouse 
and Sir James was his next door neigh­ 
bor at Prestonfield. The foot path con­ 
necting the two became known as the 
Duke’s Walk. 
Benjamin Franklin was a guest in 1759 
and James Boswell and Dr. Samuel John­ 
son dined in Prestonfield in 1773. A tap­ 
estry room with a ceiling rich in orna­ 
mentation with “cupids and beasts ram ­ 
paging in high relief.” Antique furniture, 
Chinese porcelain, Persian carpets, and 
tapestries make this a treasury.

Clifford Claims

its military involvement in In­ 
dochina. 
In addition, he said Tuesday, 
“ I have reason to believe the 
North Vietnamese and the Viet 
Cong would agree . . . to re­ 
frain from attacks that would 
threaten U.S. personnel during 
the withdrawal.” 
Clifford would not specify his 
sources, saying only the infor­ 
mation was drawn from private 
discussions with “both Ameri­ 
cans and non-Americans.” 
The thrust of Clifford’s state­ 
ment was echoed somewhat by 
Rep. Robert L. Leggett, who 
said Viet Cong negotiators in 
Paris had promised him that if 
a withdrawal date were set, 
American prisoners would be 
freed “ before that date.”

change from their formal posi­ 
tion that a deadline for total

would

Leggett said he would urge 
President Nixon to have U.S.

Soap Industry 
Seeks To Stop 
Phosphate Law 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (A P) - 
The soap and detergent indus­ 
try has launched an all out as­ 
sault on the first state law ban­ 
ning the use of virtually all 
phosphates in detergents, which 
scientists say causes the eco­ 
logical 
death 
of 
lakes 
and 
streams, 
Procter and Gamble Co. of 
Cincinnati and the Soap and 
Detergent Association filed sep­ 
arate suits in U. S. District 
Court here seeking injunction’s 
against Indiana’s law restrict­ 
ing phosphates. 
The Soap and Detergent Asso­ 
ciation is composed of 115 com­ 
panies 
which 
produce 
more 
than 90 per cent of the nation's 
soap and detergents. 
Phosphorous, largely from de­ 
tergents, feeds slimy blooms of 
algae and seaweed. The algae 
steal oxygen from the water, 
giving it a bad odor and taste, 
the conservationists claim. 
The law sets a limit of 12 per 
cent phosphate effective Jan. 1, 
1972, and 3 per cent Jan. 1, 1973. 
The Procter and Gamble suit 
says, “ Detergent products con­ 
taining phosphates are not un­ 
safe or unhealthy for household 
or other usage. . .and do not 
render water supplies unsafe 
for human or animal drinking.” 
A spokesman for the Soap and 
Detergent Association said the 
Indiana law “could result in de­ 
tergents 
being 
reformulated 
using materials which have not 
been fully evaluated for their 
safety and effects on humans 
and the environment in mass 
use,” 
Several nonphosphate deter­ 
gents are being manufactured. 
The 
detergent 
association 
spokesman added, 
Any amount 
as small as 12 per cent phos­ 
phate (equivalent to three per 
cent phosphorus) is completely 
ineffective 
in performing the 
im portant 
cleaning 
functions 
that phosphates are used for in 
detergents.” 
Similar suits have been filed 
by the soap and detergent 
dustry in Chicago, Detroit 
Akron, Ohio 
where laws 
striding phosphate nave 
approved. 
Several other American cities 
and counties and Canada have 
placed limits on the amount of 
phosphate in detergents. Scien­ 
tists say that Lake Erie is an 
example of phosphorus pollu­ 
tion.

Don't Let Y our Mobile Home 


Fly Away With The Wind 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. High winds 
accompanying 
thunderstorms 
are as potentially dangerous to 
mobile 
homes 
as 
tornadoes, 
points out F.R. Willsey, Purdue 
University extension safety spec­ 
ialist. 
“This is not to say mobile 
homes are less dangerous dur­ 
ing tornadoes,” adds Willsey, 
“but the thought that tornadoes 
alone inflict heavy mobile home 
damage is erroneous.” 
Studies show that much mo­ 
bile home damage actually oc­ 
curs during heavy wind storms. 
Weights of mobile homes vary 
with the manufacturer, model 
and user, the safety specialist 
explains. 
Placement 
of 
the 
user’s possessions and equip­ 
ment also creates variations in 
the center of gravity. Conse­ 
quently, recommendations might 
differ with the situation. 
One simple way to increase 
safety is to locate the mobile 
home so the* long axis is with 
the prevailing winds, he says. 
Too often mobile homes are lo­ 
cated broadside to the prevail­ 
ing winds, making them an eas­ 
ier target. 
Anchoring the mobile home is 
the best way to combat possible 
damage. Placement of a skirting 
or 
underpinning 
around 
the 
home is still another precaution 
ary step one can take. 
Willsey gives these basic an­ 
chorage suggestions: 
If your mobile home Is situat­ 
ed on loose, sandy soil, softer 
clays, or where high water tab­ 


les are encountered, a screw 
auger anchor is best. But if the 
soil is dense or rocky sands, or 
stiffer clays, a cast-in-place or 
expanding “dead man” anchor 
is prefereable. 
(Most widely used and simpl­ 
est of the anchor systers. the 
‘Dead man” consists of a con­ 
crete block, either cast in place 
or positioned below the ground 
surface, to which is fastened 
the anchor rod or cable.) 
Where a prefabricated or pre­ 
cast “Dead man” is used, it is 
especially important that the soil 
be throughly tamped around and 
above the anchor. 
At least one ancher should b« 
placed near each front and rear 
corner of the trailer. 
During severe wind storms or 
tornado alerts, residents of un- 
anchored mobile homes would 
be wise to take refuge in under­ 
ground shelters or the interior 
of k sturdy building, says Will­ 
sey.

• hardware store, lumber yard or

' ply what are called invisible 
hinges, which come with de­ 
tailed instructions on the proper 
method of installation.

buy the hinges until you have 
selected the wood for the door, 
otherwise you might get a size 
that is too small or too large. 
The invisible hinges are a bit 
more difficult to install than or­

Blacks Using 
New Leaders 
And Tactics 


WASHINGTON 
(A P ) 
— 
“ What do we want?” “ Free­ 
dom!” “ When do we want it?” 
“ Now!” The chant rose out of 
the boiling dust cloud raised by 
hundreds of marching feet on a 
back road in the South. 
The 
time 
was 
1965, 
and 
blacks were fighting segrega­ 
tion in Bogalusa, La., in one of 
the few ways that they had— 
mass marches behind big name 
civil rights leaders. 
But now many of the famous 


names are gone, Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. and Whitney 
M. Young, Jr., to name just 


two. Those still around from 
the earlier days, like James 
Farmer, who led so many of 
those marches in the 'South as 
head of the Congress of Racial 
Equality, no longer operate as 
they once did. 


The 
marches 
have 
faded 
from 
the 
black 
scene. 
The 
years since Bogalusa, and Sel­ 
ma, and Birmingham, and Al­ 
bany, Ga., and Jackson, Miss., 
and a hundred other marching 
campaigns, have brought new 
tactics, a newr style of black 
leadership and a new kind of 
black 
leader 
using 
different 
kinds of weapons. 


Some of the best-known faces 
now are in fields that w?ere 
closed to blacks six years ago. 
Cleveland Mayor Carl Stokes 
is symbolic of one of the most 
important 
reasons 
for 
the 
changing leadership style, the 
rise of the black politician. 
“ Blacks who are willing to do 
the homework and learn the 
techniques will be able through 
politics to make just incredible 
changes in the whole lifestyle 
of black people in this coun­ 
try,” says Willie Brown Jr., a 
man very much a part of the 
new black political style. 
In a poll of national black 
leaders, Brown’s name prob­ 
ably would not even be recog­ 
nized by most blacks. Yet ear­ 


lier this year he was voted one 
of the 10 most powerful movers 


and shakers of San Francisco.

Patching concrete, whether in 
• sidewalk, driveway, patio or 
the exposed part of a founda­ 
tion, is a 
reasonably simple 
procedure requiring only the 
proper materials and a smatter­ 
ing of knowledge about the bas­ 
ic technique. 


Concrete is composed of a 
combination 
of 
Portland 
ce­ 
ment, sand and gravel, mixed 
with water and permitted to 
harden. For large jobs, these in- 


- i l f e 


gradients are purchased sep­ 
arately and mixed according to 
the directions on the bag of ce­ 
ment. For small or medium pro­ 
jects, 
you can buy patching 
materials that require only the 
addition of water to make them 
workable. And there are some 
new products, generally in the 
epoxy family, which cost more 
but have exceptional strength 
and durability. 
Where the thickness of the 
concrete is only an inch or two, 
the gravel need not be used un­ 


less it is especially desirable to 
match the gravel-like appear­ 
ance of the surrounding surface. 
If a 
pre-mixed bag is pur­ 
chased, it can be found under 
the name of a sand mix or 
some thing similar. When gravel 
is included, it is called a con­ 
crete or gravel mix. 
If only 
very small cracks 
must be filled, even the sand is 
not needed. 
Portland cement 
and water are then sufficient. 
But if it is found, after a period 
of time, that the mixture works 
its way out of the crack, then 
the opening should be widened 
and the repair made as though 
the gap had been fairly sizable 
in the first place. 
Medium-sized and large gaps 


in concrete should be undercut 
to permit the patch to hold bet­ 
ter. This means cutting slightly 
under the surface at an angle. 
Most patches are inclined to 
shrink slightly, so take that into 
consideration, but if you are us­ 
ing one of the epoxies, read the 
directions to determine whether 
it is likely to shrink. In smooth­ 
ing the area, remember that a 
trowel is used for a smooth fin­ 
ish, a wooden float for a rough 
one. 
To prevent a concrete mix 
from drying out too quickly, 
which will cause it to dust and 
flake later, 
wet the opening 
thoroughly before patching and 
w*t the patch a couple of times 
daily for several days. Another 


method often used to keep the 
area from premature drying is 
to cover it with wet burlap and 
moisten 
it occasionally. 
This 
method is especially effective 
when iie patched section is in 
direct sunlight for all or most of 
the day. 
(Plaster patching, 
repairing 
brickwork and removing mil­ 
dew are among the 35 subjects

Fertilizer is 
most effectively mixed into the 
root tone during seedbed culti­ 
vation.

If the seedbed 
seems fluffy, Schery advises, 
sosk it, reloosen the surface and

when

enough. 
Quality seed should b« spread 
uniformly on the seedbed* about 
three pounds to the 1,000 square 
feet. 
Fine-textured 
perennial 
grasses with spreading ability 
should be in the blend. Blue- 
grass-fescue mixtures are rec­ 
ommended and bentgrasses do 
well in humid climates where 
you may mow short. 
New, low-growing bluegrasses 
and fescues blended w(th colo­ 
nial bentgrasses have produced 
good results. Among the bent­ 
grasses suggested are Highland 
and Holfior. Use a good spread­ 
er to distribute seed. 
Quick 
sprouting 
and 
good 
rooting comes when tawicfled 
settles firmly into the pobbled 
surf act of a loosened seedbfd. A 
light mulch of straw keeps a 
seedbed moist, reduces need for 
watering and protects the soil. 
Newly seeded lawns mulched 
with straw, sphagnum, excel­ 
sior, woven nettings, chopped 
twigs 
generally 
will 
“show 
green” within three weeks. 
Taper off on the irrigation as 
seedlings 
root 
more 
deeply. 
Mowing should start when the 
grass doubles normal cutting 
height. 
Slow-release 
fertilizers

sprouting caused by fertilizer 
contacting seed. 
When 
overseeding 
(adding 
seed) lawns, use about a pound 
or so to 1,000 square feet. Such 
seed, Dr. Schery reports, may 
be bulked with } * nonburning 
fertilizer for easier hand scat­ 
tering. About two parts fertiliz­ 
er mixed with, one part seed 
provides sufficient volume for 
good visibility. Scattering seed 
crossways—half one way and 
half the other—helps distribute 
it better.

Q. How should an avocado be 
grown as a houseplant? J.L.B., 
Knox. 
A. An 
avocado 
should 
be 
grown in a light soil mixture 
which contains at least half ver- 
miculite or perlite. Keep it in a 


well lighted area. Water and fer­ 
tilize as you would any normal 
houseplant. Use a water soluble 
fertilizer at the rate of one tea­ 
spoon 
per gallon 
and 
apply 
every lour to six weeks, de­ 
pending on the growth of the 
plant. Occasional pinching will 
help keep the plant in bounds. 
John A. Woot, Purdue Univer- 
virsity extension home environ­ 
ment horticulturist. 
Q. This spring while raking 
the yard I found a large mass 
of red beetles with black spots 
on them. They were beneath the 
leaves. What damage do they 
do? 
A. They were probably lady 
beetles which overwinter in this 
way. Lady beetles feed on ap- 


pids and other small soft-bodied 
insects. They are very benefi­ 
cial and should not be destroyed.

Q. What are the best last po­ 
tato varieties? Miss M.F., Al­ 
exandria. 
A Kennebec is a late white 
variety which produces a long 
oval tuber. Katahdin is also a

eyes. Both have fair resistance 
to scab.

Q. Why do we need so many 
different pesticides? It seems 
like three or four would be 
enough.

Lightning Danger 
A television antenna can be 
a lightning trap, warn Extension 
agricultural engineers at Pur­ 
due University.

Install a lightning 
arrester on you lead-in cable an 
ground it. 
Sod Your Lawn 
Sod may be your best answer 
to repairing damaged spots in 
your lawn, suggest Purdue Uni­ 
versity extension agronomists.

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Lower Income Students Do Well 
In Exclusive Private Schools 
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*

WASHINGTON (AP) - What 
happens when a high school 
student is taken from a lower 
Income situation and placed in 
an exclusive private boarding 
school? 
' Sponsors of a 6-year-old mod­ 
est, little-publicized experiment 
called A Better Chance—ABC— 
give this answer: 
—Five of every six students 
in the program graduate. 
—Ninety seven per cent of 
ABC graduates go on to col­ 
leges, including Yale, Harvard, 
Dartmouth, Columbia, Cornell, 
Chicago and the University of 
Pennsylvania. 
—At least 70 per cent finish 
college, and sizeable numbers 
enroll in graduate schools. 


Originally organized by 2S 
Northeast private schools, the 
program is nonprofit and 75 per 
cent financed by the 100 partici­ 
pating 
schools 
that 
include 
Phillips Exeter Academy, Miss 
Hall’s School, Deerfield Acade­ 
my, The Choate School, Brooks 
School and St. Paul’s School. 
National in scope, the ABC 
program is aimed at ninth and 
10th .grade students in 
situ­ 
ations that seem to rule out 
academic success. 
Although 76 per cent of the 
participating 
students 
are 
black, the program also in­ 
cludes whites and such minor­ 
ity groups as American 
In­ 
dians, Puerto Ricans, Mexican- 
Arr.ericans and others. The stu­ 
dents. come from rural as well 
as urban areas. 


Jobs Needed For Viet Vets; 


VA Help Is Available 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (Spl.) 
Employers were urged today 
to develop G.I. Bill on-the-job 
training opportunities for re­ 
turning Vietnam veterans. 
J. C. Robison, Director of the 
VA Regional Office in Indiana­ 
polis noted approximately 100,- 
000 veterans are currently tak­ 
ing on-the-job training (OJT), 
and that 181,400 have taken ap­ 
prenticeship or OJT since this 
program began in October 19- 
67. 
Robison pointed out, however, 
more jobs and training oppor­ 
tunities are needed, and one 
way to provide them is through 
employer expansion of OJT pro­ 
grams. VA pays veterans while 
they job-train. 
OJT covers a wide range of 
occupations, including many in 
such areas of public need as 
health care, welfare, recreation, 
education and pollution control, 
he said. 
VA provides information and 
otherwise cooperates with em­ 
ployers in developing OJT pro­ 
grams, but Robison stressed to 
employers that veterans may 
participate only after state-ap­ 
proving agencies have approved 
employers’ programs, 
VA revealed that one of the 
newest job-training plans is be­ 
ing worked out with the Inde­ 
pendent Cash Register Dealers 
Association. This is to train re­ 


pairmen. Association secretary- 
trea surer Stanley Hay men said 
the industry could employ 500 to 
1,000 repairmen a year in the 
225 cities where its members 
do business. 
When they begin job-training, 
veterans receive from their fu­ 
ture employers at least half the 
salary of the jobs for which they 
are being trained, it was point­ 
ed out. 
In addition, VA pays veterans 
with no dependents $108 the first 
six months of OJT; $81 the sec­ 
ond six months; $54 the third; 
and $27 the last six months of 
training. 
The VA Director urged vet­ 
erans interested in OJT to con­ 
tact potential employers. Em­ 
ployers interested in establish­ 
ing OJT programs should con­ 
tact their nearest VA office for 
information, he said. 


In 1970, M. per cent of toe in­ 
coming class were from fami­ 
lies receiving' welfare and 52 
per cent from broken homes. 
ABC President William 
D. 
Berkeley says the schools also 
benefit from the experiment 
“Two leadership groups are 
being educated together,” Ber­ 
keley said. “One from a social 
sector seeking power and con­ 
trol over its own destiny and 
the other from a sector which 
traditionally has held influence. 
Each group . . . brings under­ 
standing and mutual respect to 
the decision-making process.” 
Since the first 63 students 
were admitted to the program, 
6aid Garvey Clarke, black New 
York lawyer and ABC director 
of development, “the trend has 
been 
to 
poorer 
and 
poorer 
youngsters who do not come 
from a tradition of education.” 
Slightly more than 300 stu­ 
dents are recruited each year. 
ABC estimates it costs approxi­ 
mately $10,000 to educate one 
student for three years plus an 
additional $1,000 for expenses to 
cover a summer transitional 
program. 
ABC raises about $1 million 
annually through foundations, 
corporations and individual do­ 
nations, Clarke said. Contribu­ 
tions have amounted to more 
than $4 million since the pro­ 
gram 
started. 
Participating 
schools have spent nearly $9 
million. 


Berkeley said ABC receives 
about 1,000 applications each 
year. Some 300 to 350 prospects 
with the highest potential are 
chosen and off erred to the par­ 
ticipating schools. Each school 
has the right of rejection. 
Students are accepted in the 
spring on the condition they do 
satisfactory work at a summer 
transitional program, held at 
such colleges as 
Dartmouth, 
Holyoke, Duke, Amherst, Carle- 
ton and Williams. 
In 
the 
summer 
program, 
nominees are given intensive 
work in 
English, 
math 
and 
reading and trained to improve 
study habits and use of the li­ 
brary, Berkeley said. 
“We try to prepare them psy­ 
chologically 
for 
a 
new 
ex­ 
perience,” he said. 
The program is unlike most 
other programs aimed at the 
disadvantaged, Berkeley said, 
because “it seeks to alter the 
entire life pattern of its stu­ 
dents.” 
Berkeley 
believes 
the 
pro­ 
gram is more effective than the 
remedial 
training 
given 
stu­ 
dents admitted to college with­ 
out the qualifications demanded 
of other applicants. 
“It is difficult to compensate 
an ill-prepared student for his 
poor high school education,” he 
said. “ABC students are fully

In 1966, a separate ABC pro­ 
gram for public schools was 
formed and today has spread to 
20 school districts throughout 
the nation, Berkeley said. 
The ABC Public School pro­ 
gram involves 200 to 300 stu­ 
dents and operates under the 
same concept as ABC in re­ 
moving the student from sur­ 
roundings of poverty and places 
him in what Berkeley called “a 
good public school.” 
Each participating district es­ 
tablishes dorms for eight to 12 
students who attend its public 
schools, Berkeley said. Public 
programs are operating in New 
Hampshire, 
Vermont,

sachusetts, 
Minnesota, 
Con­ 
necticut and California.
